WASHINGTON — W)— The Navy 


innounced Tuesday thai the destroyer 
acob Jones was sunk by an enemy 
ubmarine off Cape May, N. J., be- 
ore dawn on February 28, and that 
>nly 11 men of the destroyer's crew 
iiirvived. 


The number of those lost, including 
he commanding officer Ll. Command- 
er H. D. Black of Cradell, N. J., was 
lot given but was far more than 100 
ince normal wartime complement a- 
•ound 145 officers and men. 


Two torpedos hit the Jacob Jones 


The firsl blew up lhe bow and ap- 
larenlly killed all personnel on lhe 
jridge as well as Ihe men sleeping in 
ihe forward living quarters. The se- 
cond blew up lhe stern and all the 
depth charges. 


Survivors consisted of 9 enlistee 


men from the engine room and two 
apprentice seamen. 


Of the 11 only one man was outside 


the amidship section when the stern 
was blown up. That one was in lhe 
after engine room. 


In the communique the Navy said 


neither the enemy submarine nor tor- 
pedo was sighted prior to the first 
hit. After- the first hit the submarine 
circled ahead of her and fire a tor- 
pedo which caused Hie explosion of 
the depth charges in the stern. 


This was the ninth naval ship of- 


ficially lost so far in the war, in- 
cluding the Reuben James torpedoed 
last fall prior lo lhe U, S. declara- 
tion of the war.

ODHWS Handles Half-Dozcn War Jobs 


WASHINGTON — The Division of© 


Health and Welfare of Paul McNutt's 
Office of Defense Health and Welfare 
Services—ODHWS for short—has been 
given half a dozen side-line war jobs 
to do, only in Washington lingo they 
are called "programs to co-ordinate." 


Charles P. Taft, Cincinnati news- 


paper publisher and brother of the 
senator, runs the show which has 
dozens of advisory committees of doc- 
tors, welfare workers, public health 
officials and in addition tries to pull 
together the activities of some 20 ex- 
isting federal agencies concerned with 
some program of their own for social 
betterment. It all may be a little con- 
fusing to a mere taxpayer, but when 
you spell out the whole job it cm- 
pliasb.cs how complex a business war 
is and how many things there arc 
about which somebody thinks some- 
thing should be done. 


The list runs nil the way from curb- 


ing sin, providing soldiers in camp 
with a place where they can stomp 
and holler, running morning movies 
for war industry laborers who work 
at night, putting in additional schools 
and sewers in wnr industry boom 
towns, keeping together the family 
of an alien moved from a defense area 
to the interior, and oil up to seeing 
that there arc enough doctors and

nurses to go round. 


Medical Migration 
Shifting the doctors and dentists a- 


rotind is just getting started. Doctors 
can't be assigned o areas in which 
they don't want to settle, but with 
the population moving hither and yon- 
der as these new defense centers 
spring up, a parallel migration of 
medical strength must be made. Dr. 
Frank Lahcy, president of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, has there- 
fore been named to head up a pro- 
curement and assignment service to 
spot these situations and then persuade 
enough doctors to move to new prac- 
tices. 


Medical and dental students have 


been exempted from selective service 
lo insure an adequate supply of doc- 
tors for the future. And the third 
and fourth year students have been 
urged to join the Army or Navy med- 
ical reserve, which will be needing 
thousands of doctors for field ser- 
vice. 


Supplying trained nurses has prov- 


ed a bigger and more immediate head- 
ache because the expanding military 
forces brought heavy demands on 
the normal supply of 30,000 new nurs- 
es yearly. There developed an actual 
shortage of nurses. The estimated re- 
quirements were for 50,000 new nurses 


this year. Congress had to step in 
with an appropriation of more than 
a million dollars to expand training 
institutions giving the recognized throe 
year course and to give refresher 
courses to nurses no longer working 
at the profession. 


Help for Hospitals 
Providing the hospitals, schools, wa- 


terworks and sewers for expanding 
defense communities is something that 
runs into money. Since inany'of these 
expansions were temporary, it was not 
felt that the local communities could 
be asked to finance these public works 
completely, so the federal govern- 
ment has stepped in to help. Presi- 
dential approval is required for each 
of these projects after investigation 
and the issuance of a certificate of 
necessity by ODHWS. Then the Fed- 
eral Works agency steps in to do the 
job. So far, more than 1000 of these 
projects have been approved for a 
cost of $170 million. Included in the 
list are some 300 hospitals, 286 schools 
and 250 recreation centers. All these 
are for civilian needs. In a separate 
class are the 250 recreation centers. 

In 
a separate class are the 250 re- 
creation centers being built under 
the ODHWS Recreation section, head- 
ed by Mark A. McCloskcy, at camps 
and bases for the armed services. One 
hundred and ten of these have already 
been dedicated and 54 are under con- 
struction. The United Service Organ- 
izations takes over the job of operat- 
ing these centers, n coclhcy'ro built.

Black is White 
(To the Camera)

NEW 
YORK—London's bombings 


have led to discovery of a new chem- 
ical bath which restores the reading 
matter on charged paper, even when 
to the eye it is a uniform, coal black. 


The odd thing is that the eye of an 


ordinary camera sees this restoration, 
although the human eye does not do 
so well. 


The paper is bathed with chloral hy 


drate, in a 25 per cent solution of al- 
cohol. It is dried, and the treatment 
rpeated several times, until a mass of 
chloral hydrate crystals covers both 
sides of the paper. Finally comes a 
bath with 10 per cent glycerine. 


An ordinary camera with a standard 


contrastly film then photographs the 
paper, and the photograph reveals the 
lost characters. 
The treatment re- 


' stores reading matter equally on both 
I sides. 
j Advantages are quickness, ease, re- 
| liability of getting results and the fact 
I that no special apparatus is required. 
The discovery is reported in Nature, 
Britain's science journal, by W. D. 
Taylor and Henry J. Walls, of the 
VIetropolitan Police Laboratory, Lon- 
don. 


They say they are not able to ex- 


plain why the chemical bath causes 
the restoration.
